On my arrival in England, near forty years ago, I depoſited the whole of my 
progenitor's voluminous works in the hands of Sir Hans Sloan, who left them at his 
= with all his other curioſities, to the Britiſh Muſeum, Often in vain did I 
ſolicit the worthy governors of that ſeat of wonders, to return my MSS. However, 
by the interference of the good-natured Dr. Andrew Gifford, I was admitted to the 
library as a ſtudent, in the ſummer of the year 1779. 1 found the works of my 
anceſtors on the upper ſhelf; and the duſt which covered them, proved they had 
not been much 3 to. e ö 
1 immediately ſet about the tranſlation of the works of Zerubbabel. I 
found the taſk pleaſant; and the matter appeared ſtill ſtriking, though poured forth 
into a modern language. I entertained ſome thoughts of publiſhing the following 
chapters, containing the hiſtory of the ſummer ot the year 1780; but though 
I durſt not doubt the veracity of my anceſtor, yet 1 was rather afraid to give the 
alarm to a people, who, for a ſeries of years, have uſed me more like a native, and 
a citizen, than a foreigner. The burning of Newgate, the demoliſhing of the maſs 
houſes, and the habitations of peaccable people, might, I thought, even in ſpeculation 
create uneafineſs to women and children, and ſuch as poſſeſs the finer feelings of 
— and who might be abſorbed with horror at ſuch prophetical ſcenes 
of futurity. 
I communicated my tranſlation to ſeveral of the rabbies in Duke's place belonging 


to the ſynagogue, when one of them introduced me to a gentleman, a favourite at 


court, who undertook to ſhew the Third Book of the Chronicles to the Rt. Hon. Lord 
North, in MS. I immediately wrote out ten copies; three I ſent through the medium 
of my friend, to the court; five I preſented to the Middleſex Magiſtrates at Hicks's 
Hall; and two I gave to the Aldermen of London. 

Here the matter reſted, till the July of the laſt year, when one of the great men
